rum tests, the coroner said he 
tdefinitely was not faking. 

The coroner said when he 
revived Russo the young Baton 
Rougean told members of Gar- 
rison’s staff he had forgotten to 
tell them of one happening, and 
then proceeded to repeat what 
he had already told them while 
under the influence of the drug. 

Dr. Cbetta has testified that a 
person under the influence of 
sodium penothal could not possi- 
bly dream up specific facts, fig- 
ures and dates. He said M a per- 
son has to live through an ex- 
*perience to be able to relive it 
in such deia£’^-* 

More than 100 members of the 
press from throughout the world 
have crowded into the small 
courtroom since Tuesday to 
strain their ears to hear testi- 
mony in the hearing, which 
challenges the validity of the 
barren Report that put full 
blame on Oswald alone for the 
death of the President at 
Dallas, shortly after noon on 
Nov. 22, 1963. 

Wednesday, attorneys for 
Shaw attempted to place in 
evidence the entire 26 volumes 
I of the Warren Report, but 
Judge Bagert angrily denied 
'permission. Shaw’s attorneys 
were attempting to prove Os- 
wald was not in New Orleaos at 
•the time Russo said he sat with 
rh : m t Shaw a nd Fem e and dis- 
jcussed lssassinatjoif plans. _
